Although the prior art (Ricklefs) discloses a device which is able to detect a direction of 
the lateral displacement and to report the lateral displacement when the light beam hits the 
photodiodes (13a and 13b), the photodiodes of Ricklefs are not able to detect an amount of 
lateral dis placement , because they are not able to provide a signal indicative of the position of a 

light spot falling on them.
